Heavy rains swept most of the 
battlefront today, ushering in 
Korea’s rainy season. Zero visi- 
bility cut allied air attacks to 
126 sorties. 

Red troops, seizing the weather 
advantage, lashed back at U.N. 
supply lines on the East-Central 
front. A Communist attack eut 
South Korean defences on the 
Inje-Hyon Road Reds set up 
road blocks both sides of Inie, 
covering mined roads with ba- 
zooka and machine-gun fire, 

An American armored force 
fought through heavy fire and 
thick mud before seizing a stra- 
tegic road junction. six miles 
northeast of Inje. The seizure 
represented a 1%%-mile gain for 
the day 

Red resistance mounted stead- 
ily. The Communists apparently 
were determined to make United 
Nations forces pay heavily for 
any further advance into North 
Korea, AP correspondent Stan 
Carter reported from Eighth 
Army headquarters.

TRIAL BY TELEVISION 


LLONDON—Atter having -expressed, on morethan -one occa: 
Sion in. these columns, my somewhat old-fashioned anti- 
pathy towards television, it looked rather as if Nemesis had 
caught ‘up with me a few days ago. For I have been televised. 
And if what appeared on the screen was half as entertaining an 
experience to the allegedly 12,000,000 members of my unseen 
audience as*it was to me, then it was well worth while 

A few days after my broadcast over the BBC Festival pro- 
gram, to which I alluded in an earlier column, I was approached 
by its television division for my consent to an interview by Miss 
Joan Gilbert, its quite famous interviewer . 

TRY ANYTHING ONCE 

ON THE principle that I am willing to try anything once, I 
consented to do so. And after a very charming young man 
had come down to get something of my background and sound 
me out, so to speak, I was invited to present myself at the 
special BBC studio at the Festival of Britain site on the south 
side of the Thames. 

As I was given to understand that I should be asked, among 
other things, to-give.my.impressions of the Festival, wjiich we 
had not then seen, we went along several hours earlier to get 
a glimpse of that great exhibition and fair, That, in itsélf, was 
an undertaking, of which I shali tell more ina later column. 


FELLOW VICTIMS 


—=EVERAL hours—and two pairs of very sore feet—later, we 
“arrived at the studio where I learned that I was to share 
the- 15-minute television interview with two other visitors from 
the far ends of the earth. By a strangé coincidence, it hap- 
pened that they were also journalists—although I was in- 
troduced in my role as Speaker of the British Columbia 
Legislature. 

One was Sir Eli Muhammed Rashdi, editor of the Sind 
Observer and president of the Newspaper Editors’ Association 
of Pakistan; the other was A. Gordon Bagnall, of the Cape 
Times and also a weekly commentator on international af- 
fairs with the South African Broadcasting Commission. 


‘PLUG’ FOR B.C. 


THE PROGRAM was in the nature of an informal forum, 

led by Miss Gilbert, the three of us exchanging views on 
our respective parts of the world, as well as our irapressions 
of the Festival and of Britain generally. 

Needless to say, I managed to put in a’“plug” for British 
Columbia—despite the non-advertising limitations of the BBC, 
and evidently did it to good effect, for before I left the studio 
a number of calls-had- been received from members of my. un- 
seen/audience who waned to know how to get out to B.C! 
UNDER A MICROSCOPE : 

UT IT WAS the preliminaries that amused me. With our 

entrepreneur, we entered a tiny studio which was literally 
bristling with cannon-like looking cameras, lights, and what- 
not, and brimming with technicians and spectators. The Indian, 
the South African and I were directed to three rather spec- 
tacular chairs which had originally made their debut. at the 
Great Exhibition of 1851 to the Crystal Palace, I being allotted 
an imposing armchair made for Queen Victoria 


formidable-looking camera mounted with three or four tele 
scopic lenses. I was told that the cameraman’s curiosity was 
merely to establish whether I was “telegenic.” 

After a few moments, during which I fluctuated between 
feelirig like a noxious germ under a microscope and wonder- 
ing whether the shock of seeing me had been too much for both 
camera and cameraman, he finally emerged and said that with 
special make-up I should be an excellent subject. 


TROPICAL TAN 


O OFF I went*to the make-up studio, where moist “goo” 
of a deep tan shade was vigorously rubbed in, things done 
to my eyelids, eyelashes—with which Nature has not been very 
generous in my ¢ase—ears and neck. When I finally came up 
for air—and a look—I gasped. I was as near looking like an 
elderly Hawaiian as I shall ever look. Given a hibiscus behind 
my ear, it would have completed the slightly over-mature trop- 
ical look! 

As you may imagine, I not only felt somewhat like an old 
sheep dressed up lamb. fashion, but my sense of humor came 
to the surface. However, I was assured later on, not only by 
the director of the program and Miss Gilbert but by many of 
those who witnessed the televised program, that nothing of 
this was visible in my performance. So I came away feeling 
that perhaps, after all, Victoria in particular and British Co- 
lumpia in general had no reason to blush for me.

A STIRRING drama recurrently: unfolds 

at. Halifax as immigrants from 
Europe step ashore to begin life atew 
as Canadians, 

Steamer after steamer has been 
arriving during the winter bringing these 
new Canadians from across the seas. The 
parade of settlers is reminiscent of the 
days when hopeful immigrants poured 
into” the United States, when Bilis 
Island was a familiar place-name ina 
dozen lands, and when* the Statue of 
Liberty rose in°New York Bay as a 
symbol of. the ‘freedom which the. New 
World promised to the oppressed from 
the Old. } 


The arrivals at Halifax have much 
in common, with those earlier ones at 
New York. They are coming to the New 
World with what must be extraordinary 
courage, facing a new life in a strange 
country. Many of them bring little with 
them except their children, Their bag- 
gage is pathetically light. But they are 
spurred by hope of a brighter satura 
MANY MOTIVES 

There are many motives behind them. 
Some are eager to live in a land of free. 
dom after their bitter taste of oppression 
during years jn prison camps. Others 
seek new opportunities in a land less 
crowded than the land of their birth. 
Still others, the “fortunate ones, were 
attracted to Canada by some special em- 
ployment which offers good pay and 
good prospects, 

For those of us who have not experi- 
enced it, their adventure is hard to appres 
ciate. Yet we can imagine some of the 
conflicting thoughts which must be 
theirs. All that is familiar they have left 
behind. The die is cast and they find 
themselves stepping ashore in a land 
where language, dress; food, and so many 
things are strange 


It must be.-bewildering,; yes, and 
frightening, too. To be a stranger in a 
strange land makes anyone uneasy, but 
lo be a stranger in-e@ strange land where 
everyone speaks a strange tongue must 
bring a feeling of intense loneliness, And 
some of these people, knowing that. they 
have passed the point of no return and 
must adjust their lives to the Canadian 


way, must feel some trepidation about it 
all. 


JOY AND RELIEF 


Yet there are many whose fears and 
misgivings are completely submerged by 
joy and relief, by the knowledge that at 
least they have left the troubles and 
cares of the Old World behind them. 
Those who have known the-rigors of 
wartime prison camps, for instance, can 
sense an indescribable relief as they, 
bréaihe the free air of a free country. 
For many, their actual arrival in Canada 
is the fulfilment of a dream which, at 
times, seemed impossible to realize. 


One would be dull indeed not to sense 
the drama in the arrival of these new 
Canadians whose participation in the life 
of this country will inevitably affect 
Canada in many ways. Already there 
are signs of it. Among the post-war 
arrivals have’ been people who are con- 
tributing to Canadian life through agri- 
culture, skilled trades, outstanding pro- 
fessional ability, and through the arts. 

And as for the little children who 
come wide-eyed down the gangplanks of 
the ships, who can say what they 
may yet contribute? This little boy may 
one day be a cabinet minister, this little 
girl perhaps will bring comfort to the 
sick in some hospital, This one may 
become a great musician, a farm leader, 
or an engineer. Who can tell?

BRINTON SAID the Rus- 
sel article did “nothing to im- 
prove relations between the 
United States and Britain,” and 
then proceeded, in a gentlemanly 
‘way, to-tell Lord Russell off: If 
there’s any rebuttal, Russell 
could say the same about Brin 
ton’s piece. Finally, the whole 
thing’ could become q matter of 
international irritation. 

Brinton goes on to say, “A 
little’ mutuat criticism is good; 
and indeed essential; but the line 
between criticism and nagging 
_keproach is a fine one. and one 
that all of us should be careful 
not to cross.” Then, it seems to 
me, he proceeds to cross it 

When men of such intellectual 
capacities..as.the two_ writers 
manage to rub each other the 
wrong way, maybe there just 
isn’t any place for criticism at 
all. The line is just too fine 


IT COULD BE that the idiom 
for discourse between the Anglo- 
Saxon partners should be re 
duced to that good old phrase 
from Harlem, “Sweet-talk me, 
Big Boy.” 

A little bit of Pollyanna could 
help things out right now, It 
would get sickening, eventually 
But this needling business that’s 
going on seems to be a little 
ridiculous when you reduce it to 
everyday terms. It's like a couple 
of kids who shove each other 
around—just kidding, of course 
—until one “shoves too hard. 
Then the other quits shoving and 
starts swinging. Pretty ‘soon a 
pair of fives land of the nose of 
one or the other, and the battle 
is on. 

Under more normal circum 
stances, that could have its ad- 
vantages. It might clear the air. 
But with somebody else hovering 
around in the background with 
a blackjack to shig both of them 
when the time presents itself, 
it’s a poor way for each to look 
after his own interests.
